Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arrangement of electrode wirings in Fig. 3 of 
Geen et al. is sufficiently symmetrical that the resistances would be substantially the same. Any difference between the wirings between 
the node and fixed electrodes 160a and 161b in Geen and wirings that are "symmetrically formed" would be insignificant, insofar as the 
wiring resistance would be substantially the same. Applicant requests a citation to a specific portion of Geen. However, the issue is not 
merely what Geen specifically teaches, but also what Geen would have fairly suggested to one of ordinary skill in the art. It is argued that 
Geen would have suggested similar wirings to one of ordinay skill in the art. such that the resistances would be substantially the same. 
There is no suggestion in Geen to provide dissimilar wirings between the node and electrodes 160a and 161b such that the resistances 
would be significantly different. 
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
